RUMORS OF A VERDICT. 


FATE 
OF 
THE 
CRONIN 
PECTS DECIDED. 
S U S - 


C oughlln, Burke and O'Sullivan to Pay 
\ 
th e D eath Penalty for Their Part 
in the Tragedy.

Chicago, Dec. 16.—Tho Ocean says: 
After forty-eight hours of the most ex­ 
travagant rumors of almost every com­ 
plexion, there is a settled conviction in 
the minds of those most interested in the 
case that an agreement will be reached 
early this morning. 
"Where this rumor 
started no one knows, but it is vouched 
for by many and seems to have a quieting 
influence on those who believe it. 
It is, 
after all, the most probable theory, and 
one (that forecasts the verdict about as 
follows: 
DANIEL COUGHLIN—Death penalty. 
MARTIN BURKE—Death penalty. 
PATRICK O’SULLIVAN—Death pen­ 
alty. 
JOHN P. BEGGS—Imprisonment. 
JOHN P. KUNZE—Imprisonment’ 
This or a very similar verdict, compre­ 
hending at least capital punishment for 
the first three, will, there is every reason 
to believe, be presented in open court at 
IO o’clock this morning. 
The jury will 
then be polled by the clerk and afterward 
discharged from their long and arduous 
duties. 
The greatest of all criminal trials 
will be over, and the eyes of the public 
will be turned toward the jury bribers. 


The Times says: On Sunday evening at 
8 o’clock the Cronin jury arrived at a 
verdict after being out forty-eight hours, 
with the following result: 
Daniel Coughlin, death sentence. 
Patrick O’Sullivan, death sentence. 
Martin Burke, death sentence. 
John F. Beggs, imprisonment for life. 
John F. Kunze, imprisonment for twen­ 
ty-five years. 
At about 4 o’clock Sunday afternoon the 
jury took another ballot on the question of 
the guilt of the five prisoners. 
The re­ 
sult was less of a surprise to the jurors 
themselves than to State’s Attorney Long- 
enecker when the latter was semi-official- 
ly informed of it—the twelve men were

united, the twelve men had voted that 
paniel Coughlin, Martin Burke, Patrick 
O’Sullivan, John F. Beggs, and John 
Kunze were quilty of the murder of Dr. 
Patrick Henry Cronin. 
The finding on this last ballot was not 
reached until after a long wrangle with 
the one discordant juror of the twelve, 
John Calver of Evanston. 
It followed, so 
it is said, an intensely dramatic scene. Of 
coarse, only its faintest echoes could reach 
the Criminal court rooms. For forty-eight 
hours Culver had stubbornly refused to 
vote guilty along with his eleven fellow- 
jurors. 
For forty-eight hours he had 
steadfastly declined to enter into any argu­ 
ments on the merits of the evidence 
against the five suspects. He had turned a 
deaf ear to appeals for a careful con- 
sidehation of the case. He had declined to 
listen to an analysis of the proof of guilt, 
and had openly defied ench and every one 
6t the eleven men to change what he 
odored was his settled conviction of the 
' Oconee of the five murderers. His unten- 
ble position had been demonstrated; his 
indefensible stand had been assailed from 
all sides. 
In vain was he called upon to 
ow cause—to state reasons for the rea- 
nable doubt required, and which he 
claim he entertained. 
► At 
8 
o’clock 
the 
jurrors 
took 
a ballot—probably tho twentieth since 
they have retired. 
As before, Culver re­ 
peated his “not guilty” vote. The other 
eleven men had talked, pleaded, argued 
with Culver until all patience was ex­ 
hausted. 
They had reached that stage of 
mental irritability well-nigh uncontrolla­ 
ble. 
a They assailed him on all sides. They 
endeavored to show the utter helplessness 
of his cause. 
Why should he refuse to 
consider and argue with them the merits 
of the evidence? Was he above them? 
Was his single mind better than their 
combined eleven? Was his judgment bet­ 
ter than the judgment of eleven other 
men just as true as he might bjqmAst as 
scrupulous in regard to duty as me was, 
jigjgt as eager for justice as he, just as 
Merciful? 
Finally Foreman Clarke declared that a 
Statement would be made to the judge. 
He frould state how eleven men were irre­ 
vocably pledged to a verdict of guilty. 
So well did the jurors present this matter 
before Mr. Culver that he visibly weaken­ 
ed. 
The eleven men were a unit combined 
against him. He began to reflect, and 
finally when a new ballot was taken the 
twelve men had found the five suspects 
guilty of Dr. Cronin’s murder. 
Then followed a debate on the relative 
punishment to ne received by each of the 
conspirators in this great murder. 
Con­ 
cessions were made. 
Some of the jurors 
wanted hanging for the five men, others 
wanted four hangings and a life sentence 
for the little German. 
At 8 o’clock a de­ 
cision had been reached. 
Three men would 
hang, Beggs would serve in the peni­ 
tentiary for 
life, Kunze would serve 
twenty-five years. 
This work done, the jurors took their 
suffer, and retired for the night. 
According to a bailiff there was an ex­ 
citing scene in the jury room Saturday 
afternoon. One of the jurors, thoroughly 
exasperated at Culver’s stubbornest in an 
outburst of anger following a long but un­ 
successful argument with Culver said: 4‘0, 
you’re a fool!” and catching him by the 
neck threw him to the floor and directed 
severe language towards the man with tho 
unchangeable mind. 
Culver, it is said, 
did not resent the blow nor the words used, 
but rose to his knees and offered up a 
prayer. 
The general opinion among Culver’s 
neighbors and business acquaintances is 
that he is incorruptible, and speak of him 
in the highest possible terms and as a 
man of deep religious convictions. 
“The probability of Juror Culver,” said 
Lawyer W. S. Forrest, “being tho one 
man of the twelve who is sticking out for 
an acquittal is remote.” 
“How does anybody know that thoro 
are not eleven men for acquittal and ono 
for conviction—that ono being 
Juroi 
Culver?” asked Mr. Wing, 
“if I an 
anything of a judge of human nature, Cub 
ver is the one pf all the men on thai 
jury who appeared to take a stand against 
us. 
The single fact of his asking the wit­ 
ness Mulcahy to produce his (overcoat, ai 
though he susbected that Mulcahy was th* 
man who drove the doctor to his death, 
would naturally lead one to suppose thai 
Mr. Culver at least had made up his mind 
as to the proximity of some of the^ defend­ 
ants witn the actual criminals.. Undoubt­ 
edly the man who took the doctor awa} 
had at least guilty knowledge of the crime, 
md if the juror for ft moment supposed

The men of all others most interested ii;

day in their cells. 
Martic 
Burke, in his solitude among the Inmatei 
of the boys’ department was as usual the 
least concerned of all of them. The rumoi 
of a compromise verdict, giving him a life 
sentence only, seemed to have no cheering 
effect upon him, and he betrayed the 
same outward appearance of nonchalance 
whtoh has characterized his demeanor 
throughout the trial. 
Communication With the outer world if 
restricted Sunday to visits from restaurant 
waiters bringing meals to the prisoners, 
and 
the little scrap of 
information 
obtainable frdm this source was eagerly 
devoured by the other four prisoners 
Coughlin was strangely confident as tty 
hours lengthened out and no summons t< 
appear in coart was forthcoming. 
Hie 
knowledge of criminal trials has taught 
him the full import of a delay, and he 
was therefore able to partake of his meali 
with a good appetite. 
During the exercise hour when Cough­ 
lin, Kunze, and O’Sullivan are accustomed 
to indulge In a brisk walk the length oi 
the north corridor, the big ex-detectivi 
marched 
between his fellow-prisoners, 
striding out lustily, and encouraging then 
to brisk exercise. Young Kunze was tty 
most dejected of the trio, his confidence ii 
an immediate acquittal growing less everj 
hour. The habitual scowl which marked 
O’Sullivan’s face while in court disap 
pc ared while he walked with his felloe 
prisoners. 
The cheering words whicl 
Coughlin poured into young Kunze’s earl 
appeared to give relief to the iceman an( 
he affected a degree of composure to tall} 
irreconcilable 
with his expressions 
O’ 
anxiety during the progress of the trial. 
John F. Beggs sat in his cell most O’ 
the day, voraciously devouring the con 
tents of the Sunday papers. 
Except t» 
the attendants who brought his meals thi 
ex-Senior Guardian did not have much ti 
say to anybody. 
While protesting hi 
entire innocence he has never shut hi 
eyfls to the possibility of a conviction, bu; 
whether he regarded the outlook an} 
more favorably on account of the delay ii 
reaching a verdict he did not disclose.

laney. A year ago he joined Camp 20, 
and shortly after secured work in the 
water department of the city. 
Since Feb­ 
ruary 8 he has done nothing except one 
day’s work in Joliet last May. 
He has a 
very coarse appearance, and is seemingly 
just such a man as the conspirators would 
select to do the active work for them. 
John Kunze. 
John Kunze. is a light complexioned 
German, of about 28 years of age, of 
small, slender stature 
and 
weighs 
135 
pounds. 
He 
is a 
very plausible young 
feUow, and when ar­ 
rested for larceny a 
little over a year 
ago, induced a young 
lawyer to defend him 
on assertion that he, 
Knnze, was shortly 
to come into posses­ 
sion of a large for­ 
tune, OUtJ Of Which 
JOHN KUNZE, 
the lawyer would receive a fat fee. Noth­ 
ing has thus far been seeh of either 
fortune 
or 
tea 
Shortly 
after

Schufeldt’s distillery he 
Ingratiated himself with Dan Coughlin by 
declaring that he saw the man who threw 
the bomb, and could point him out. Dan 
took him to Peoria to find the miscreant, 
but whether Kunze pointed him out UT not 
known.

He says 
that his time was largely devoted to the 
settlement of the Irish question, and that 
for this reason, as well as on account of the 
infirmities of age, he must abstain from 
taking a leading part in the movement. 
He promises dispassionately to consider the 
subject when the proposed eight hour bill 
is presented to Parliament. 
Lord Randolph Churchill, in his letter 
on the eight hour movement, says that 
eight hours of labor, eight hours for sleep, 
and eight hours for recreation, seems to 
be the ideal at which democratic legisla­ 
tion may wisely and profitably aim. 
A 
working day of eight hours would dimin­ 
ish the number of the unemployed and it 
would also lessen tho profits of the capital 
ist. 
If the lattor result wore a disadvan­ 
tage it would bo largely outweighed by 
the increased comfort and content of the 
laborers.

California Flood

. San F rancisco, Dec. 16.—Reports from 
the Sacramento Valley show that the wa­ 
ter Is falling rapidly and that the first ac­ 
counts of the damage were widely exag­ 
gerated.

They were pleasant in their morning sal­ 
utations to tho guards, and all three ate 
their morning meal with good appetite 
and evident relish. 
O’Sullivan and Beggs 
were worried and ill at ease. The suspenr 
Bod on their minds and affected th eir 
lions. They were sadly meditative

apprehension to the fftte to which the day 
might consign them. Both Beggs and 
O'Sullivan sent away their breakfasts 
almost uqtouched.

Daniel Coughlin, the big detective, and 
suptfbsed to be the king bee among the 
prisoners, was born in Hancock, Mich., 
not more than thirty years ago.

pearance he suggests 38. 
He is 6 feet I 
inch tall, weighs 186 pounds, and is of 
light complexion, with a waft on his right 
cheek. 
He came to Chicago some years 
ago and secured employment in the North 
Bide Street Railway barns. Four years 
ago, through the influence of Alexander 
Sullivan, 
he 
obtained

where 
he remained until arrested. Knowing 
the strength of hu influence he overstepped 
discipline when it Interfered with him and 
did about as he pleased.

When I was a boy in Pittsburg, 
Colonel Anderson of Allegheny—a name 
I oan never speak without feelings ol 
devotional gratitude—opened his little 
library of 400 books to boys. 
Every 
Saturday afternoon he was in attendance 
himself aft bis house to exchange books. 
No one but bim who has felt it can know 
the intense longing with whioh the ar 
rival of Saturday was awaited, that a new 
book might be had. My brother and Mr. 
Phipps, who have been my principal 
business partners through life, shared 
with me I Colonel Anderson’s precious 
generosity, and it was when reveling in 
these treasures that I resolved, if ever 
wealth came to me, that it should be'usec 
to eetabUsh free libraries, that otber’poor 
boys might receive opportunities similar 
to those for which we were indebted 
that noble man. 
And Mr. Carnegie hoe kept his prom­ 
ise. He has beoome rich and has given 
hundreds of thousands to promote the 
welfare of young men, especially work­ 
ing young men, who have families 
support. 
He has given more than 
million dollars to a publio library where 
the poor people, or rather the working 
people, oan read free of expense, the best 
literature of the day, not only in the line 
of books, but magazines, daily newspa­

Mr. Carnegie has not 
Only done this splendid deed, but he 
his likewise adopted a plan by whioh 
ha shares the profits of his great iron 
and steel works with his^employes. 
This Andrew Carnegie, who is a ape 
etal benefactor to the thousands in his 
employ, is the same gentleman Dan 
Voorhees, the democratic politician re­ 
ferred to iu a speech made before a lot 
of howling strikers in Indiana early in 
the fall, when he said, “If I had my way 
I would hang Andrew Carnegie and a 
lot of those men who] are sucking the 
lifs’a blood from the people.”

Convicted o f Assault and Battery and D e­ 
c la re d In n o c e n t of Prize Fighting, 
P u r v is, Miss., Dec. IG.—The jury in 
tho Kilrain trial was completed Saturday. 
On the completion of the jury the indict­ 
ment charging the defendant with prize 
fighting and assault and battery was read. 
Kilram was made fo stand up and plea to 
the indictment, which was read to him. 
He pleaded not guilty to both count# in 
the indictment charging him, first, with 
prize fighting, and, second, with assault 
and battery. 
William Robinson was tho 
first witness and told how the contestants, 
Sullivan and Kilrain, entered the ring; 
their position with reference to each 
other; how the money was given to each 
of the pugilists and what was done with it. 
Tho witness said that Kilrain struck Sul­ 
livan some very hard licks, one hard 
enough to draw blood from his ear.

R. White of Poplarville told all he knew 
of tho fight until the bench on which he 
was seated fell to the ground. J. S. 
Hinton of Lumberton testified that ho was 
at tho fight; that there was between 2,000 
and 3,000 people present. 
He briefly 
told the story of the fight, but said there 
was no trace of anger in Kilrain’s actions 
at any time during the progress. 
Capt. John Fitzpatrick testified that he 
acted as referee upon being Dressed to do 
60 by tho crowd. 
Ho was not familiar 
with the duties required and stated that 
he was given $1,000 by each of the prin­ 
cipals which he turned over to Sullivan 
the next day in New Orleans. 
This closed 
the testimony for the State. 
The defense 
did not call any witnesses. 
When court 
reconvened after recess District Attorney 
Neville made a telling speech, following 
tho lino he had taken in the Sullivan trial. 
He was followed by Col. J. 3. Deason for 
Kilrain, who said tho contest was a friendly 
bout, a social contest, and a test of the 
manhood of tho principals. 
At 12:30 the 
jury retired to consider the case and the 
court took a recess. 
At 5:30 word was 
sent to Judge Terrell that a verdict had 
been reached. 
Court was agaiq convened 
and the jury filed in and handed in the 
indictment, on which the following verdict 
was inscribed: 
“ We, the jury, find the accused, Jake 
Kilrain, not guilty of prize fighting, and 
guilty of assault aud battery. ’ ’ 
Kilrain was then sentenced by Judge 
Terrell to $200 fine and two months’ im­ 
prisonment in ja il 
An appeal was en 
tered for Kilrain and the pugilist was ad­ 
mitted to bail in the sum of $1,000.

Most of the fertilizer 
works of Europe and America get their 
fertilizers here. 
Deposits in streams are 
mined by the companies, which pay the 
State a royalty of $1 a ton, the revenue to 
the State amounting to about $200,000 a 
year, 
Should the State dispose of its in­ 
terest the purchasers would be at liberty 
to increase this royalty to any figure. 
The opinion is expressed here that an 
English trust or syndicate is at the bottom 
of the scheme.

weighs 62,000 pounds, California redwood 
is more properly the sequoia, grows only 
in California, and is a very handsome 
wood being dark red in color and will 
take a very handsome polish. It is in­ 
variably staight grained and is much 
used in tbe manufacture c f fine cebine 
furniture,etc. It also makes a hand­ 
some finish for casings and doorj in 
looses and is mnoh used for this pur­ 
pose, large quantities of the lumber find­ 
ing its way to the east arn market.
